The number of tons carried one mile was 331,141,087, an 
increase of 12,382,679; the earnings per freight train mile were 
$2.08, an increase of 7 cents, and the earnings per ton per mile 
0.92 cent, a decrease of 0.01 cent.

Crabbe, who departed this life after a short illness on September 
13th, 1913; a man who was admired by all who knew him and 
whose service to this Company was ever faithful and loyal to a 
degree. 

On June 17th, 1914, Mr. M. M. Reynolds, our Vice-Pres- 
ident in charge of finances and accounts, passed away at Old 
Point Comfort, Va., after a long illness. Mr. Reynolds was a 
man of sterling character, whose advice and judgment is sin- 
cerely missed by all.

Improvements to the extent of $44,093.27 have been made 
during the year which have been charged to “capital.” 

The large amount that was expended during the past year in 
the transportation department and on account of “Maintenance 
of Way and Structures”, and “Maintenance of Equipment”, to- 
gether with the necessary expenditures due to the unusually 
severe Winter of 1913 and 1914, has seriously reduced the net 
income. It was, also, found necessary to retire a large amount 
of equipment on account of its unfitness for service. 

Rigid economies have been introduced that should in- 
crease the net revenue without impairing the efficiency of the 
property.
